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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 
1 . The application has been amended as follows: 

The original claim 12 has been renumbered as claim 4 and the original claim 28 has been 
renumbered as claim 13. 

The reason for renumbering these claims is that a dependent claim must be numbered 
higher than the claim it depends from. However, original claims 8, 9, 10 depend on claim 12, 
which is a higher number claim than claims 8, 9, 10. Likewise, the original claims 24, 25, 26 
depend on claim 28, which is a higher number claim than claims 24, 25, 26. To resolve this 
issue, the original claim 12 has been renumbered as claim 4 and the original claim 28 has been 
renumbered as claim 13.
